A> li- j .L 1 1 , L ^ uasl^een a great deal of scepti- 
cism about the usefulness of the Student Teacher Society. 
From the ]-ank.s of the lethargic teachers arises the cry of 
"What does the STS do for us?'' and "They take our dollar 
and that is the last we hear of them." 

The question is not so much '*Wiiai vluu.- ii au iwi n.-, 
as **VViiat could ii do for us/' Besides correlating activies 
with other campus organizations, developing college sprnt 
by contributing to and participating in campus organiza- 
tions, one of the main aims of the STS is **To elect an exec- 
utive committee which will deal officially with all matters 
affecting*- the STS, and which will act as a voice of that 
body." 

The .^LS ha.^ polenliai, houcvi-r, u i»a i.ui ■.cell util- 
ized Tlie STS as the voice of the student teachers cannot 
act unless requests are made. In the past, only the graduate 
students have been coming to the STS. In one such mstance 
they complained about the fact that the library lacked a 
clock. The STS made this fact known and there is now a 
clock in the library. President Margret Ann Farmer pointed 
out that the STS "has tried to fulfill all requests. ^ How-^ 
ever, she did make it clear that the STS is not running the 
college. 

There have been rumbling among the suidenl leachei^s 
concerning dress regulations, courses, etc. Why not make 
the STS truly the voice of the student teachers by ironing 
out these problems thi^ough the STS. All it takes is a peti- 
tion with 25 signatures and a meeting will be called. 

The other major fault concerning the STS and the stu- 
dent b(Kly is a lack of commimimtion between the organiza- 
tion and the student hoc]} 

The major reason for thhs .siiuaiiun is ihe greai nuin- 
l>er of students involved (700) and the fact that a great 
many of these are commuters and one year students. As 
Miss^ Farmer put it, "We ai e working with a great number 
of people.'' The situation is further complicated })y the fact 
that these large numbers are split up into numerous small 
groiips all working at cross-purposes. A good example of 
this is the unco-operativo attitude betwec ' ' regular 
ienchor;^ ami thost^ in physical education.

Ihe debate on the nighi of Janiuuy 17, sponsored by 
Inter- Varsity Christian Fellowship concerned the resolu- 
Mon that "Christianity practical value to the 20th 

entury". 

The chairman. Miss iiiiary Harewood, introduced the 
speakers. The first speaker for the affirmative was Mr. 
Paul Little, the staff worker of the United States Inter* 
Varsity Christian Fellowship, who has charge over staffs 
in San Francisco, Chicago, and New York, and who has 
had experience in speaking to students on campuses across 
the nation. He is a writer of a number of magazine articles 
and the author of a booklet "A Guide to Friendship with 
International Students". The second speaker for the affirm- 
five was Alex Crowe, President of the students council of 
•Uacdonald College. The first speaker for the negative was 
( arlton Davis who is president of the Lit. and Deb. Society 
and the second speaker ^ ' ' vvang, a third year 

agriculture student. 

The affirmative stressed liie lad that Christianitv i$ 
ot practical value to the 20th century l)y pointing out that 
Christianity is a personal matter, a relationship between 
the tounder Jesus Christ and oneself. The affirmative said 
that only when man accepts Christ and follows this leader- 
ship, IS he a Christian. By this act one's nature is changed 
and one innerself and motives are directed towards Jesut 
Christ. The affirmative recognized that there is much 
trouble in the world today so that until we escape froni 
ourself and think more of others there can be no improve- 
ment. This escape is only possible through a committal of 
one's life to Jesus Christ. Therefore in this way 'X^hrist- 
I' nity is of practical value to the 20th century," 

The negative side dealt with Christianity's affect on 
Uie world today. They pointed out that if we had followed 
(^hrist's teachings ^*do good to them that hate you", during 
the second world war we would not have the peace and 
freedom which we have today. They asked the question; if, 
Christianity is of practical value why are there so many 
without food ? They said that history has proved that 
Christianity has not provided peace in the world, or among 
the nations that are supposed to ))e Christian. It has not 
clothed nor feed the needy. Only technilogical and scientif ia 
advances can be of any practical value to the 20th century. 
Since (Christianity is only concerned with theoretical idea? 
with have no relation to man's physical needs, then one. 
can say iho ''riiristianity is no prnrMr-.-ii • of the 20tl, 
century".

FRYE ADDRESSES MAC ASSEMBLY 

Last Friday at 11 r.W, in the Assembly IFall, Dean Dion 
traduced Professor Northrop Frye of the University 
1 oi onto Avho spoke on **The Humanities in iklucation." 

Professor Frye V)egan by giving a brief outline of tlie 
stei>s which are now being taken in Ontario to improve thft 
pedagogical system. He explained that the Cirrirulum Insti- 
tnte had been set-up. 

Tlie aim of this group radiers for one 

\ ear so that may study the cJiiiiculuiii vvith the hope of 
revolutionizing it within the next few years. 

Professor Frye admitted tliat, a though he had much 
interest in the development of elementary and secondary 
education, he had little contact with that phase of teaching. 
He said however, that he saw the results of these types of 
education at the university level. 

Professor Frye continued )>y commenting of the gene- 
ral structure of instruction in the English language and ad- 
mitted that the present system has many weaknesses. (He 
stated that he liad never had a good English instructor.) 
Professor Frye said that if any)>ody wa» to blame for this 
deficiency, and he did not advocate ))^anung anyone, that^ 
it v»^as probably most due to the ina])ility of the scholar.** to 
give this subject coherence. 

Professor Frye gave a few details about the teaching of 
Knglish and then ended the interesting session with a ques- 
ti(m and answer period. Many interesting points were raised 
iiring this period, several ))y meml>er8 of the Macdonald 
» "ollege English Department. 

Certiiinly the time spent lr(^m 11 :f\0 to 12:30 was well 
spent and anyone who missed Professor Frye's addres.*i 
missed and exciting experience.
